Election/Restrictions 



Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-2, 7-10 to a composition of matter comprising a compound having the

Group II, claims 3-6 are drawn to a method of inhibiting prostate specific antigen 
production in prostate cancer cell, inhibiting growth of a human prostate cancer cell, 
antagonizing the function of the ligand binding domain of the androgen receptor 
polypeptide in a prostate cancer cell upon contacting the cell with a sufficient amount of 
the compound claimed in Group I. 
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Group III, claims 11-14 drawn to a method of making a composition of matter 
comprising compound claimed in Group I. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The common technical feature linking the claims is the compound claimed in 
group I above which is a thiohydantoin derivative. This element cannot be a special 
technical feature under PCT Rule 13.2 because the element is shown in the prior art. 

iln the present case, Claussner et.al (US 6087509) teaches thiohydantoin 
derivatives like that of compound claimed in Group I (Columns 1 and 2, referenced in 
the instant IDS). As a result, no special technical features exist among the different 
groups because the inventions in Groups l-lll fail to make a contribution over the prior 
art. In conclusion, Groups l-lll are not so linked by the same or a corresponding special 
technical feature as to form a single general inventive concept, and therefore, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
